One by one the little band of re- 
ma “Dickens originals” are being 
gathered to their fathers. The Lon- 
‘don Morning Post chronicles the death 
in Strood Infirmary of Mrs. Regden, 
the Betty Higden of “Our Mutual 
Friend.” She was one of the lesser 
characters of the great noyelist's cre- 
ation, but as Gilbert Chesterton 80 
truly says: “Dickens not only con- 
quered the world; he conquered it 
with minor characters. They appear 
only for a fragment of time, but they 
belong to eternity. We have them 
only for an instant (like the young 
man with the lumpy forehead, who on- 
ly says ‘Esker’ to Mr. Podsnap’s for- 
eign gentleman), but they have us for- 
ever.” How great Dickens really was 
is seen from the fact that not more 
than one or two men have been found 
capable of creating even a_ single 
character in their books of equal vi- 
tality and individuality. Perhaps the 
two most outstanding Instances are 
Sherlock Holmes and Captain. Kettle. 
But where Conan Doyle and Cutcliffe 
Hyne created one famous character of

Immediaely, and for some time, 
after the armisti employers of 
labor, companies, firms, Individuals, 
kindled to the appeal to find places 
for veterans, to make a preferred 
list for them.

It has become necessary 
to stimulate the emotion of grati- 
tude, “lest we forget.” Capt. Cyril

It is sometimes forgotten that a 
great many of the soldiers sik 
fought so bravely and endured the 
privations of trench and field were 
not bread“ earners, had learned no 
trade; nor qualified for business or 
a profession when they. went to the 
war; others were just beginning to 
fit themselves: into the social and 
industrial organization, and had not 
proved that they “vere indispensable. 
For:unate were their fellows older 
jin years and riper: in experience, for 
in mang cases they ‘returned to the 
work they had dropped. . They had 
no difficulty in placing themselves. 
The inexperiexced came back to a- 
world economically disorganized, 
that could not always find room for 
them in the shop and factory and 
on the farm, even with the bes: of 
intentions. Three years of hard 
times followed, in which profits 
accumulated during the war dwin- 
died, and sometimes disappeared. 
Not infrequently an employer kept 
the pay envelope circulating when 
he could fll afford to do it. There 
‘| Was sometimes a. reason for -what 
seemed to be insensibility to the 
claims of returned soldiers. The fact 
remains that in England, as in this 
country, gratitude for what they had 
done and suffered came to be more 
of a memory in the individual than 
an inspiration to helpfulness. 

While the Legion is not in poli- 
tics, it knows “what members. of 
Parliament and leaders of party 
opinion’”’ are well disposed, and can- 
didates elected to Parliament are 
constantly reminded of their pledges 
to do something for the vererans. 
Capt. Falls says that the man who 
joins the Legion ‘‘is helping himself, 
but he is also helping England;’’ for 
“the case of England to-day is in 
many respects as desperate as it was 
under the menace of the submarine 
campaign.’”’ The success of the or- 
ganization owes much to the sym- 
pathy and encouragement of Lord 
Haig. He thinks it has a great part 
to play in the future of the nation.

Sport of the Sort That Makes 
Englishman Linger. - 

After fishing in and around Ja- 
maica for a for.night and catchin: 
next to nothing, Mr. F. A. Mitchell- 
Hedges, F.R.G.S., the famous Eng: 
lish explorer, turned to the Black 
river on that island, and in one week 
caught fish welghing 120 and 133 
pounds, and one red snapper of in- 
credible size. Interviewed just after 
these hauls, the visitor was quite op- 
timistic. He had cancelled his en- 
gagements in England and Panama 
and was taking a fine home in Ja- 
maica for the next year. He will 
have fish ponds constructed at home 


‘for live baits. He has also cabled 


for all his splendid big-game fishing 
tackle, some of which had been sent 
to Panama and some just being 
manufac.ured in England. 

“The results have been astound- 
ing,” said the famous hunter and 
fisherman. “I fought one great fish 
for four hours in full view of about 
one hundred natives. The great fish, 
coming from the sea, leaped into the 
air in full view of the people.’ The 
size of the fish already captured-have 
surprised the natives very much, 
many of them aterring that ‘the fish 
are the ghosts of. some men drowned 
in the river. There is also excellent 
duck shooting to be enjoyed; teal, 
snipe, ete., are abundant.

To be Found in England

If anyone genuinely in the pursuit 
of knowledge were told that a study 
existed in the heart of London where 
he could remain all day, have dozens 
of assistants to wait upon him, and 
have the right to consult any of 
4,000,000 volumes, how much would 
he be prepared to pay for this unique 
advantage?. 

He could start his studies at nine 
in the morning, and continue until 
six in the evening. A desk and rub- 


ber-wheeled chair would be ready for 
him, together with pens, ink, blot- 
ting pad, and. electric reading lamp. 
Such a library does exist in 
Bloomsbury, but the occupants do 
not pay a farthing for admittance. It 
is the reading room of the British 
Museum. 
The books on the ground floor of 
the great circular room number 20,- 
000, and comprise works of refer- 
ence, dictionaries, encyclopaedias, di- 
rectories, and the latest or best edi- 
tions of standard works. 
In another part. of the library 
there are books which were printed 
early in the reign’ of Charles IL, to 
which reference can be miade If: re- 
quired. Every year the library cata- 
logue grows to the adeivupal extent 
of 30,000 entries. Le

to the drunken man or to the moth- 
er-in-law, 
The sintement Is an exaggeration. 
There are other jokes. The curate’s 
egg joke, for instance, which has 
nothing to do either with drunkards 
or mothers-in-law, and the more recent 
“hetter ‘ole’ joke. But it remains’ to 
be seen whether either of these jokes 
will survive, will amuse generation 
after generation as the two great 
jokes do. For the drunken man and 
the mother-in-law are very old jokes. 
They have proved their worth by pro- 
voking laughter for thousands of 
years and they are still the most pop- 
ular jokes there are. A comedian im- 
personating a drunkard is sure of his 
laugh, and a public speaker, finding 
his audience is getting bored, has only 
to say the words “mother-in-law” to 
provoke full-throated merriment. 
q Of the two the drunken man joke 
seems to be the older. The Spartans 
knew it, and used to make slaves 
drunk so that their sons, laughing 
heartily, might avoid the vice through 
fear of ridicule, .The Jews knew it. 
Their ancient literature is singularly 
poor in comedy. There are not half 
n dozen jokes in the whole Old Testa- 
ment, but the drunken man’ joke Is 
there. ‘Isaiak, a grim old puritan of 
a statesman, made It, and made It In 
jan excellent form. The mother-in- 
law joke is not so old, but it goes back 
to classical times. 

We find ft in* Plutarch. “A man 
once threw a stone at a dog and hit 
his. méther-in- law. ‘Not. such a had 
shot after all,’ he: Said,” That is Plut- 
arch’s version of tke joke 3 80 
neat and epigrammatic that. the 
itself must have been old in his time. 
He could scarcely have achieved such 
Bi perfect form unless ,he had been 

} working on a Ic@z faniiliar iden. 

But ancient as these jokes dre they 
have lost none of their freshness for 
us. Time, {t appears, cannot. stale 
their infinite variety. We may fairly 
+} suppose that they will last as long as 
‘our race does, , America may go dry,

A clafm that is néw to most is set 
forth by Michael J.°O’Brien of the 
lrish-American Historical Society. So 
early as the sixth century, he states 
St. Brendan, an Irish mariner Monk, 
with a few companions crossed the 
Atlantic and discovered one of the 
West Indies, known, he saya, for 
years thereafter as St. Brendan's 
Land. This information is set forth 
on the basis of records in the Vatican 
which clearly give an account of this 
traditional discovery of America. Mr. 
O’Brien himself says that the ac 
counts are legendary. But as the 
earliest claim it is of interest. 

Next in order come the Norse 
claims, of which most of us have 
heard already. But, according to the 
research scholars of Norway and of 
Iceland, each country. lays claim to 
being the birthplace of the discover- 
er. Liefur thé Lucky is the hero who 
the Icelanders claim should be given 
credit for discovering America, but 
they state that the discovery was 
quite by accident. 

The claim of the Welsh {s based 
to a considerable extent upon-the re- 
ported discovery of a monument in 
Mexico with the inscription “Madoc, 
son of Owen Gwynedd,” and ypon 
Welsh legends that about 1170 Ma- 
doc, a prince of Wales, discovered 
a land in the far west.° After the 
discovery he is said to have returned 
to Wales and to have gone west 
again with a company of settlers. 
This settlement disappeared, the

Spain and Italy seéem-.to be each’ 
most willing to accord to the other 
a generous share of the credit for 
the discovery of Columbus. In any. 
case the discussions.of their scholars 
take this tone. If an Italian lad 
named Cristofero had not been: born

HELENE JACQUEMIN. A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 


How a Man Attempted a Terrible 


Revenge. 

A thrilling adventure in the tim- 
ber lands of New Zealand is related 
by Mr. David Blake, who met with 
it as a result of a quarrel with a 
man named Smerts.

Helene Jacquemin, who has just 
been distinguished by a special army 
“order, published in the French Off- 
celal Journal, in recognition of her 
bravery at the age of ten, lived in 
a little town, Montherme, | in, the 
Ardennes, which department was en- 
tirely occupied by the Germans 
throughout the war.

They separated 
me and my mother so as to force 
me to speak, but I felt that my poor 
father was near me, telling me to Bay 
nothing." 
_. Helene is now at the Girls’ High 
School at Charleville, where her cita- 
tion just published has made her the 
heroine of the day. 

Her elder brother graduated from 
St. Cyr Military College in 1914 and 
was killed a few month after at 
Eparges.

Pocket Cinema, 


A remarkable imstrument ‘has 
been invented by two Italians. Tt is 
a cimematograph camera and projec- 
tor combined, so small in size that 
it will slip easily into the pocket. 
‘In ‘appearance it resembles an ‘cr- 
dinany folding film camera. On. one 
side of the magazine is a spool ‘con- 
taining a roll of film 40 feet in 
length, which is sufficient for mare 
than 600 pictures. The end of the 
film %s attached to another spool, 
which is driven by a small clockwark 
motor. 

To take a. ‘‘movie” you simply 
wind ap the works, point the camera 
in the right direction, and press the 
butter. The little motor draws the 
film aeross, and at the same time 
opens amd closes the shutter at the 
rate of 900 times a minute! 

The camera is used also to throw 
the pictmre on to the sereen. The 
film is weund round a «pool, the back 
of the e€amera is removed, and a 
lantern attachment is fixed on. Then 
thé motor is wound up, the button 
is pressed, and there you are! —

How Trees Grow Knots. 


Trees are formed of three parts— 
the roots, the parent stem or trunk, 
and the branches. When the trees 
are cut up Into lumber, the first of 
these parts ts useless, and generally 
is left in the ground to be salvaged 
later for othex purposes. 

The branches of the tree are also 
comparatively useless, but the trunk 
produces .2 mumber of Yatluable 
planks in proportion to fis diameter: 

In spite of the fact that the 
branches have been lopped off, they 
leave their mark upon the parent 
stem in the shape of hard round or 
oval spots, which we call “‘knots.”’ 
Each of these knots shows where the 
limb of the tree was growing, be- 
cause the limb had its beginning in 
the heart of the trunk, drawing its | 
sustenance directly from. the central 
source of supply. 

The hardness of knots is due to 
the fact that more strength is re- 
quired at the base of the limb than 
further out.

The plans of Wormwood Scrubbs! 
j prison, in England, were drawn out | 
by a convict in his cell, while under- 
going the probationary period of nine 
months to a long term’ of imprison- 
ment. 

The man was an architect, and 
among the foremost of his profession. 
He was a gentleman by birth and edu- 
eation, but in early life began to 
abuse his natural gifts, and was at 
the time undergoing a term of im- 
prisonment for forgery. The comple 
tion of the work occupied him six 
months, and was effected under many 
disadvantages. 

The prison authorities cousider this 
marvelous specimen of architectural 
‘drawing the finest piece of work ever 
done by an English convict. 

The convict displayed the greatest 
interest and pride in .the erection and 
completion of >the’ prison, which was 
built entirely by convict Inbor. It con- 
tained 1,400. separate cells for. prison- 
ers, besides hospital wards and a 
chapel. The total number of bricks 

required was 8,500,000, each one be- 
ing made by convicts on the premises, .

JUST HOW LONG IS A DAY? 


Every One Knows What It is Scien- 
tifically, but Really It Oepends 
on Circumstances. 

Scientifically, of course, a day is 24 
hours long, but it Is the popular cus- 
tom to separate this period Into the 
two parts of “day” and “night,” and 
when one says “all day,” only the day- 
light hours are meant, and this meanu- 
ing may be further qualified and limit- 
ed to a specific number of hours; if a 
+erson is hired to work “a day” he ex- 
pects to give service for the usual or 
legal number of hours, a very necessary 
arrangement in order that endless con- 
‘tentions and misunderstandings be 
avolded,.since the length of a daylight 
day varies widely. Actually, modern Diamond 
understanding Is that one shall work £ 
so many hours, not so many days. . 

At London, England, the longest day- 
‘light day has 16% hours, while “at 
Stockholm, Sweden, it is 18% hours 
in length, At Petrograd, Russia, the 
longest day is 19 hours, and the short- 
est five, while at Wardbury, Norway,. 
the longest day lasts from May 21 to 
July 22 without Interruption. In 
Spitzbergen the longest day Is 3% 
months. s 

In the United States the duration of 
the longest day depends upon the 
locality, but that, of Kansas City, @ 
little less than 15 hours, fs about an 
average longest day for the whole 
country. 

Legally “a day” may be 24 hours or 
almost any shorter period, depending 
upon specific statutes, custom and com- 
mon ynderstanding. “If one engages & 
hotel’ room for “a day” he fs: entitled 
to its “use, unless there Is a specific 
understanding to the contrary, for 24 
hours contiptously,:but a horse hired 
for “a day” eould not be retained for 
more than:12 hours and, unless other- 
wise agreed, that 12 hours would run 
between sunrise and sunset, and it 
would be necessary to surrender the 
uiiimal at- sunset, no matter when it 
Wasetysen out. 

For general purposes, the law divides 
the 24-hour period into equal parts as 
“day” and “night,” and assumes that 
the daylight hours are meant in gen- 
eral agreements. A man who con- 
tracts to deliver ice “once a day,” for 
exumple, would be required to deliver 
it during the daylight‘ hours and at 
gome reasonable and convenient time, 
but if a gas company reserved the 
right to shat off the gas for-an hour 
“once each day” in order to make res 
pairs, for instance, it- could “do so at 
ahy hour of the 24. , 

It is thus clear that it is no more 
possible to answer specifically the ques- 
tion, How long is a day?than the 
classical query, How large is a piece 
of chalk?—Kansas City Star.
